When Jesus Christ walked this earth, His whole life was an 
example of love, honesty and compassion. When people were 
hungry He fed them, when they were sick He healed them. 
And He did not condemn those who repented of breaking 
God's law, but freely forgave them. 


The Sacred Scriptures reveal that Jesus Christ came to 
demonstrate the Love our Creator would want for us. This 
showed that God does care for us, and desires that we draw 
near to Him. See: John 3:16 & 4:23 


But He is not someone who would just give us whatever we 
want, but what we would need. So as was foretold in the Holy 
Bible (Isaiah 53) he was crucified as the final sacrifice and to 
establish the Way by which we could enter a new relationship 
based on Grace, not just Laws. Not only did He die, but on 
the third day He rose from the grave, proving His claim to be 
the true Messiah - the Door through which we receive 
forgiveness and peace with God, as a free gift! 


Jesus said "Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that hears My 
word, and believes on Him that sent me, has everlasting life, 
and shall not come into condemnation; but is passed from 
death unto life”. John 5:24 Romans 5:9, 8:1 Matthew 11:28-30 
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This means that those who turn from wilful independence of 
God and call upon Him, genuinely grieved by their errors 
(sins), and who put their faith and loyalty in Jesus Christ 
alone, are then Justified and are given a new nature (a 
spiritual rebirth). Romans 5:1-2 & 1Peter 1:23 


When people asked "what shall we do?" The apostle Peter said 
to them, “Repent, and be baptised every one of you in the name 
of Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, and you shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost. For the promise is unto you, and to 
your children, and to all that are afar off, even as many as the 
Lord our God shall call. And with many other words did he 
testify and exhort, saying, Save yourselves from this untoward* 
generation.” Acts 2:38-40 *crooked/perverse 


Note: Baptism represents our spiritual union into the body of Christ - 
not membership to a human affiliation. Any true Believer can baptise 
someone who has come to believe with all of their heart. Acts 8:36-39
